The barge Harvest Home discharged 
at Castle Garden 665 emigrants brought 
by the steamship Pollux from Amster- 
dam, they being the last to land of 
nearly 10,000 brought in the steerages’ 
of fourteen European steamships ip 
the past two days.

The Trinachia 
from Gibraltar landed 814 Italians, the 
Labrador from Havre $26 French and

1 188 British, the Allemania from 
amburg 966 Germans, the Pollux 
from Amsterdam 665 Dutchmen, and 
the Bengala from Palermo 466 [talians.

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A SHOCKING DEATH. 

A Brakeman Falis from a Train— His

A brakeman named Brooks fell 
from a special freight train which left 
here at 12:30 this afternoon, and was 
instantly killed.

Some of the 
debris which fell about him was in the 
shape of large bowlders, many et them 
weighing at least 400 pounds, His 
candle had been knocked out of his 
hand and extinguished. Luckily he 
was not struck by the masses of fall- 
ing rock, and kept on climbing upon 
them as they’ fell and settled about 
him and above him. He fought in 
this way against a seemingly inevita— 
ble death for a distance of 20 feet up- 
wards, perpendicularly, when the 
caving ceased. Then he struck a match 
and waited where he was for about an 
hour, euclosed between the roofing 
that had fallen off in an arched wall 
above him and the loose dirt below. 
He was literally buried alive for this 
time, but fortunately a little air came 
through the rubbish crevices, suffi- 
cient to sustain life. By this time his 
partner, John C. Harris, who was 
working a Short distance from him, 
went to look for him, and discovered 
the cave. He at once gave the alarm, 
and the foreman, Joseph Bice, with a 
force of men, repaired to the scene for 
tho purpose of removing the dirt and 
exhuming the buried miner, and hav-

The Fruit Crop in Califorsia 

W. H. Jessup, a noted orchadist of 
Hayward’s, Alameda, county, Ual., 
gives the Oakland 7'ribune the follow- 
ing account of the growing fruit crop: 
The prospect. at this time last year 
was very favorable, and the outcome 
of the season fully justified the out- 
look. But the present prospect for a 
magnificent fruit crop (as far as I have 
seen) is unsurpassed, The almonds 
and apricots, g the lead in their 
rapid deve nt, are now as large as 
the largest cherries, and as full as they 
can stick on the trees. The apricots, 
especially, are very full and will have 
to be thinned to lighten the load, if 
they do not drop, which is likely to 
occur, to some extent, at least. The 
currants and gooseberries are full and 
well developed; the plum, prunes, 
pears and apples are only now in mag- 
nificent blossom, but the indications 
are that there will be an abundant 
crop if we don’t get a heavy late frost, 
which is hardly probable now, especi- 
ally in the vicinity of Haywards.
